SYNSOPIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


‘THE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years eld, may home- 
stead a quarter-section of available Dom- 
inion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta, The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-agency for the district. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the office of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands (not 
sub agent), on certain conditions, 
Duties—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farin of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity, 


In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing cng 4 pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Duties.—Six months re- 
sidence in cach of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and fifty acres extra cultivation. 


A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts.

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"THE FIGHTING DOCTOR. 


Hon. O; B. de Boucherville Is a Vet- 
eran. of the Storthy Days. 

The Hon. Charies Boucher de 
Boucherville, Who was associated 
with his nonogenafian colleague, Sir 
Mackenzie Bowell, in the compliment- 
ary banquet given by the members of 
the Senate of Canada in honor of the 
two senior Senators, is not the only 
Canadian public man who holds seats 
in two legislative bodies; but is the 
only remaining member of a provin- 
celal legislature council who had the 
right, as such, to the title of honor- 
able. According to the official ‘Table 
of Titles,” gentiémen who were legis- 
lative councillors in the provinces at 
Confederation in 1867 were allowed 
to retain the title of honorable; 
those appointed later have no right 
to it, and the practice in Quebec and 
Halifax of calling legislat:ve coun- 
cillors other than the Speaker and 
members of the. Provincial Govern- 
ments “Honorable” is wrong. Sena- 
tor de Boucherville, is the only pro- 
vincial legislative councillor now liv- 
ing who was appointed prior to Con- 
federation,. and he is entitled to be 
called Honorable on account of his 
seat in the council as well as on 
aceount of his seat in the Senate. 
He was not appointc 1 to the latter 
body until 1879 but that was prior 
to the law abolishing dual represen- 
tation. The ment'on of Senator de 
Boucherville’s name takes one back 
many years in the political history 
of Canada, when the names of Chau- 
veau, Belleau, Cartier, Cauchon and 
Dorion were to the fore, an. then in 
the front rank in the close, bitter, 
political fighting of those days was 
the douglity “Doctor” de Boucher- 
ville. He was in his prime known as 
“the fighting doctor,”’ and he was re- 
garde for years as the champion of 
the Ultramontane wing of the Con- 
servative party. 

Perhans the most active period of 
his political career closed shortly 
after the dismissal of the Govern- 
rent of which he was the Premier 
by Lieut.-Governor Letellier de St. 
Just. Immediately following the fam- 
ous coup d’etat, Dr. de Boucherville 
made, a vigorous and affecting pro- 
test, which attracted n uch attention; 
hunt the energy te threw into the 
effort affected his health for some 
time. When Lieut.-Governor Angers 
dismissed the Mercier Government 
and was looking about for a new 
Premier, he picked out Senator de 
Boucherville as the safest and most 
acceptable man available; and after 
some hesitation on his own part he 
accepted the post and formed a Gov- 
ernment, but retained the Premier- 
ship long enough merely to see it 
properly organi-ed and established. 
Then he ‘urned over te reins of 
power to the Hon: L. O. Taillon, in 
December of the next year. Senator 
de Boucherville is descended from 
Lieut.-General Pierre Boucher, Sieur 
de Grosbois, of ‘he Frencu army, who 
was Governor of Three Rivers. His 
father, the late Hon. P. B. de Bouch- 
erville, was a well-kn ‘wn member of 
the old Legislative Council fo1 Lower 
Canada, while his mother cam~ of the 
old de Bleury family, after whom the 
we'l-known Montreal thoroughfare 
was named. The Senator is on? of 
the oldest living graduates of the 
medical faculty of McGill University 
and first sat in a legislative body as 
member for Chambly in the old Leg- 
islative Assembly of Canada in 1861. 
He was born at Montreal ninety-two 
years ago.—Chesterfleld in Family 
Herald and Weekly Star.

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PICKING PEBBLES. 


It Is Now a Recognized Industry 
Along Lake Superior. 
Pebble picking came into existence 
nearly four years ago when a com- 
company put into operation a plant 
on the granite pebble beaches of 
Lake Superior. In the great cement 
mills of this country part of the 
process of turning out the flour-like 
product is the scientific grinding of 
the burnt mixture of marl and clay. 
This is done in large, hollow, cylin- 
drical drums, partly filled with hard, 
smooth, flinty pebbles. The drums 
are swiftly rotated on their axes, and 
the constant friction and grinding, as 
they are whirled about, mixed with 
the burnt cement clinkers, quickly 
reduces the latter to a grey, powdery 
substance—the finished product of 
the plant. The pebbles, to perform 
their functions to the best advan- 
tage, must be smooth ani of an 
adamantine hardness so as to resist 
abraision, for one quality of good 
cement is the absence of impurities 
or foreign matter in its composition. 
They must also be able to resist ex- 
treme changes of temperature with- 
out flying apart. It is not essential 
that they be nearly spherical in 
shape so long as they have sufficient 
body or mass. Their size is variable, 
ranging from that of a small hen‘s 
egg to the size of a person’s fist. 
For some years after the growth 
of the Portland cement business in 
America all pebbles used were im- 
ported from the distant shores of 
Norway. The flinty granite strata of 
Norway’s hills became advertised as 
the formation producing the best 
cement pebble, and her fiords and 
beaches soon furnished the world’s 
supply. § 
The importation was not an ex- 
pensive one and transportation rates 
were low. As the cemefit industry 
grew manufacturers here began to 
look about them nearer home for a 
substitute. One concern drew a con- 
siderable supply from the farms in 
Michigan, a dollar a load being paid. 
The farmers considered themselves 
well paid, getting rid of a trouble- 
some pest, but the pebbles were of a 
base nature and did not produce sat- 
isfactory results. On the Pacific 


coast pebble picking has been carried | 


on for some years past, but only to 
a small extent, and few other than 
the local mills are furnished from 
that source. 

Five years ago a number of Port 
Arthur men interested themselves in 
the problem, and they prospected the 
beaches of the north shore of Lake 
Superior. On the pebble beaches 
near the Canadian Pacific Railway 
port of Jackfish they found a pro- 
duct answering their requirements. 
A pebble company became incorpor- 
ated and shortly afterwards com-

TOYED WITH OUR WARSHIPS. 


But the Furious Typhoon Couldn't 
Make Them Surrender. 

When a ship weathers a typhoon and 
comes out of it safe and sound she ts 
said to be, in the language of the sea, 
one of “Neptune’s own.” When that 
ship happens to be one of Uncle Sam's 
Dreadnoughts, which not only came 
out of the storm unscathed, but during 
it was any time ready to go into actual 
battle within five minutes’ notice, it is 
a fine test of the seaworthiness of this 
type of. battleship, says L. EB. Browne 
fin -the Technical World Magazine 
This was the experience of five Amert- 
can battleships of the Atlantic fleet 
during a typhoon encountered while 
returning to the. United States from the 
recent Visit to the Mediterranean ports. 

The: value of this experience will 
Teadily be seen. Should the admiral 
have ordered “prepare for battle” the 
ordnance crews, except those of the 
two forward turrets, could have un- 
limbered their guns and been ready to 
burl thousand pound_projectiles in less 
than five minutes. 

This storin was the severest encoun- 
tered by these ships. yet the Dread- 
houghts plowed through at thirteen 
knots an bour. They were tossed about 
by the gigantic seas like eggshells, five 
times a minute the bows and sterns de 
ecribing arcs of wore than fifty feet. 

At each dip tons of water rolled over 
the forecastles, roaring like a score of 
blast furnaces and, piling over the for- 
ward turrets, smushed aguinst the 
bulkheads witb a crash that shook the 
ships from stem to stern. On the drop, 
louking forward frow the bridges, noth- 
ing could be seen ‘of the ships—nothing 
was visible suve surging seas. On the 
rise great streams of water poured 
over their sides like miuiaiure Niag- 
aras.

They com- 
pared very favorably with the best 
imported ones, and proved even bet- 
ter in some cases, for in one of the 
cement-making processes, known as 
the “wet,” the Canadian pebbles 
withstood the treatnrent, while the 
Norway imports flew to pieces. 

The pebble beaches of Lake Super- 
ior are not numerous and the com- 
pany’s prospectors quickly staked 
the valuable ones. 

To oust all competition in the sec- 
tion the sites and claims were bought 
from the Government, and, free 
from opposition, the company set- 
tled down to engage in more exten- 
sive operations. Hand picking was 
superseded by a steam shovel, oper- 
ating on rails along the beach. The 
staff of employes and the laboring 
crew were doubled. To-day a com- 
pletely equipped camp, with an elec- 
tric-lighting plant and pumping sta- 
tion, accommodations for a crew of 
over one hundred men, @ railroad 
siding and a loading wharf, adds to 
the natural surroundings of ‘‘the 
beach.” 


Has Queer Old Bible. 

W. C. Mikel, K.C., of Belleville, 
former president of the Ontario Bar 
Association, owns what is probably 
the oldest Bible in Ontario. It was 
published in. A. D, 1700. That is a

It contains one 
hundred and twenty-three illustra- 
tions about six inches square, with a 
large portrait engraved the full size 
of the book on the second page. Judg- 
ing from the expense attached to pub- 
lishing at the time this volume was 
published, #t must have cost a con- 
siderable sum, but its value is now, 
no doubt many times its original 
cost.

Another 
use the power could be put to, as 
shown by Sir William Willcocks’ re- 
cent work, is summer irrigation, on 
ah even more extensive scale than at 
present provided for. It is also pro- 
posed to utilize the power in the 
weaving of silk.
